ANTWAUN GARCIA WAS A 


shy boy whose tattered clothes “> 


reeked of cat piss. Everyone 
knew his father peddled 
drugs and his mother 
smoked rock, so they called 
hima “crack baby.” 

It started in fourth grade 
when his teacher asked him 
to read aloud. Antwaun 
stammered, then went silent. 
“He can’t read because he’s a 
crack baby,” jeered a class- 
mate. In the cafeteria that 
day no one would sit near 
him. The kids pointed and 
chanted, “crack baby, crack 
baby.” Antwaun sat sipping 
his milk and staring down at 
his tray. After that, the taunt- 
ing never stopped. Unable to 
take it, Antwaun quit school 
and started hanging out at a 
local drug dealer's apart- 
ment, where at age nine he 
learned to cut cocaine and 
scoop it into little glass vials. 

“Crack baby,” he says. 
“Those two words almost cost 
me my education.” 

Antwaun finally returned to 
school and began learning to 
read a year later, after he was 
plucked from his parents’ home 
and placed in foster care. Now 20, 
he’s studying journalism at 
LaGuardia Community College in 
New York City and writing for 
Represent, a magazine for and by 
foster children. In a recent special 
issue he and other young writers, 
many of them born to crack addicts, 
took aim at a media myth built on 
wobbly, outdated science: crack 
babies. Their words are helping 
expose the myth and the damage it 
has done. 

Crack hit the streets in 1984, and 
by 1987 the press had run more than 
1,000 stories about it, many focusing 
on the plight of so-called crack 
babies. The handwringing over 
these children started in September 
1985, when the media got hold of 
Dr. Ira Chasnoff’s New England 
Journal of Medicine article suggesting 
that prenatal cocaine exposure 
could have a devastating effect on 

infants. 

Only 23 cocaine-using women 
participated in the study, and 
Chasnoff warned in the report that 
more research was needed. But the 
media paid no heed. Within days of 
the first story, CBS News found a 
social worker who claimed that an

But the day never came. Crack 
babies, it turns out, were a media 
myth, not a medical reality. This is 
not to say that crack is harmless. 
Infants exposed to cocaine in the 
womb, including the crystallized 
version known as crack, weigh an 
average of 200 grams below normal 
at birth, according to a massive, 
ongoing National Institutes of 
Health study. “For a healthy, ten- 
pound Gerber baby this is no big 
deal,” explains Barry Lester, the 
principal investigator. But it can 
make things worse for small, sickly 
infants. 


FOSTERING THE MYTH 

Lester has also found that the IOs 
of cocaine-exposed 7-year-olds are 
four and a half points lower on 
average, and some researchers have 
documented other subtle problems. 
Perhaps more damaging than being, 
exposed to cocaine itself is growing

up with addicts, who are often inca- 


pable of providing a stable, nurtur- 


ing home. But so-called crack babies 


are by no means ruined. Most fare 
far better, in fact, than children 
whose mothers drink heavily while 


of their writers were born to addicts. 
But it wasn’t until late last year, 
when a handful expressed interest 
in writing about how crack ravaged 
their families, that the picture 
snapped into focus. 

“I remember hearing about crack 
babies and how they were 
doomed,” says editor Kendra 
Hurley. “I suddenly realized these 
were those kids.” 

Hurley and her co-editor, Nora 
McCarthy, had worked with many 
of the writers for years, and had 
nudged and coddled most through 
the process of writing about agoniz- 
ing personal experiences. But noth- 
ing compared to the shame their 
young scribes expressed when dis- 
cussing their mothers’ crack use. 
Even the most talented believed it 
had left them “slow,” “retarded” or 
“damaged.” 

The editors decided to publish a 
special crack issue to help break the 
stigma and asked the writers to 
appear on the cover, under the 
headline “CRACK BABIES’—ALL 
GROWN UP. Initially, only 
Antwaun agreed. He eventually 
convinced three others to join him. 

“1 said, ‘Why shouldn't we stand up 
and show our faces?” he recalls. 
“We rose above the labels. | wanted 
to reach other kids who had been 
labeled and let them know it doesn’t 
mean you can’t succeed.” 


METH BABY, MEET CRACK BABY 
As it happens, when the crack 
issue went to press, a group of doc- 
tors and scientists was already lob- 
bying The New York Times to drop

The Times 
not only failed to 
inform readers that 
crack babies don’t 
exist, but reinforced 
the myth by report- 
ing, without attri- 
bution, that “the 
youngest [of the chil 
dren] was born a 
crack baby 
Assistant 
Managing Editor 
Allan Siegal refused 
to meet with the 
researchers, saying 
via e-mail that the 
paper simply 
couldn't open a dia- 
logue with all the 
‘advocacy groups 
who wish to influ- 
ence terminology.” 
After some haggling, 
he did agree to pub- 
lish a short letter to 
the editor from the 
researchers. While 
the paper hasn’t 
used “crack baby” in 
the last several months, 
it has referred to babies 
being “addicted” to crack, 
which, as the researchers told the 
editors, is scientifically inaccurate, 
since babies cannot be born addict- 
ed to cocaine. 

The researchers later circulated a 
more general letter urging all media 
to drop the term “crack baby.” But 
the phrase continues to turn up. Of 
the more than 100 news stories that 
have used it in the last year, some 30 
were published after the letter was 
distributed in late February 

Represent’s writers made a more 
resounding splash. Nationa! Public 
Radio and AP both featured them in 
stories on crack’s legacy. Inspired by 
their words, the columnist E.R. 
Shipp called on New York Daily 
News readers to consider the dam- 
age the crack baby myth has done. 
A July Newsday op-ed made a simi- 
lar plea, and also urged readers to 
avoid rushing to judgment on the 
growing number of babies being 
born to mothers who use metham- 
phetamines. 

Still, a number of recent “meth 
baby” stories echo the early crack 
baby coverage. A July AP article 
cautioned, for instance, that an “epi- 
demic” of meth-exposed children in 
Jowa is stunting infants’ growth, 
damaging their brains, and leaving 
them predisposed to delinquency. 

In May, one Fox News station 
warned that meth babies “could 
make the crack baby look like a 
walk in the nursery.” Research is 
stacking up against such claims. 
But, then, scientific evidence isn’t 
always enough to kill a good story.

Andy Warhol pop-art scene of the 
late ‘60s and “70s.

Unless you're absolutely enrap- 
tured by the minutiae of that very 
exclusive scene, the 95-minute docu- 
mentary feels like an eternity of 


inane, repetitive name-dropping ses- 
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sions with aging art tarts. Just how 
many times can one of Curtis’ 
cohorts describe how he liked to buy 
vintage dresses and shred them? 
Let's just say you could make a 
drinking game out of it. 

First-time director Craig B. 
Highberger, who also produced, 
wrote, shot and edited the movie, 
begins with a brief look at Curtis’ 
childhood as John Holder Jr. in the 
slums of New York. The details are 
sketchy but Curtis’ mom was a 
dancehall girl and his father a sailor 
who didn’t stick around very long. 
Almost-details are revealed, like his 
grandmother may or may not have 
dressed him as a girl at a young age. 
Yay. 

Before long a young Curtis dove 
head over sequins into the drag 
scene and gained attention for 
avante garde anti-establishment 
plays, roles in Paul Morrissey / 
Andy Warhol films, poetry, and 
crazy—usually inebriated—behav- 
iour. Curtis only appears in some old 
footage of his stage shows, a snippet 
of Super-8 footage, a brief talk show 
segment, and a bunch of still shots. 

The bulk of Superstar in a 
Housedress consists of interviews 
with the likes of director Morrissey, 
Harvey Fierstein, Lily Tomlin and 
scores of underground theatre fig- 
ures, who collaborated artistically or 
partied with Curtis—most of whom 
are self-absorbed ramblers. Despite 
the bloat of reminiscence, you still 
don't really get a feeling for what 
made the guy tick. Why did he have 
a penchant for destroying his 
friends’ apartments? When and why 
did his substance abuse problem 
develop? What exactly were his 
plays trying to accomplish? The

THE ILLUMINATI, A CULT PUR- 
portedly started in the 1700s by 
some guy named Weishaupt, 
wished to bring down both political 
and religious institutions from the 
inside and subsume media control 
in order to get the public’s support 
fora “one world government”. 

Guess that plan didn’t really pan 
out, but perhaps it would have suc- 
ceeded (or one day will...) if its mas- 
terminds used the power of rock to 
champion their cause. 

They would have done well to 
hire three long hairs from Toronto 
who are changing what first comes 
to mind upon hearing the word 
“i}uminati” from “I think some- 
thing creepy” to “those guys rock 
the rock, rock.” 

Danko Jones has called them one 
of the best bands ever, and anyone 
who attended the band’s perfor- 
mance earlier this year can tell you 
that they easily held their own next 
to (and many-say outdid) headlin- 
ers Tricky Woo. 

The Iuminati of Canada are just 
now heading out on tour in support 
of their first full length CD, On 
Borrowed Time. The much anticipat- 
ed CD (produced by Ian Blurton) 
was held back from an earlier 
planned release date because many 
labels, following the bands spring 
tour, showed a great deal of interest. 

But whatever the reason for the 
delay, the CD is now out and the 
video for its first single is in medi- 
um rotation on Much Music. Bassist 
and vocalist Nick Sewell (the son of 
a former mayor of Toronto) knows 
this because people call him and tell 
him every time Much plays the

Canada’s finally catching on to 
the band, and stateside interest 
seems enthusiastic. The Illuminati, 
once they’re finished this national 
tour, are scheduled to play a show 
in New York. : 

“We get a really good response 
when American bands come up 
here and we get a chance to play 
with them,” says Sewell. 

As such, the band is anxious to 
see what happens when the 
American rockers see them— 
America being the spiritual home of 
the heavy metal/boogie rock 
sound. 

This is not at all to discount the 
Canadian crowds, whose reaction 
was so good after the band’s first 
tour that it prompted them to come 
back out for more. “We had such a 
great response before—especially in 
Alberta. So it was like, okay, we 
gotta go back”. f 

Part of the reason for their success 
as a live band is their consideration 
for the audience’s patience—a result 
of the collec attention span of 
the band (vocalist/ guitarist Les 
Godfrey and drummer Jim Goring 
complete the group). 

“We grew up in the early ‘80s 
with TV, so we've got the short 
attention spans,” Sewell observes, 
before adding more seriously, 
not fair at our level to string a 
crowd along for that long. But 
we've got good songs, and we 
know how to play them really 
well—it’s not old school with 
Jimmy Page solos”. 

When it comes to recording, the 
guys are “masters of cutting the fat 
off songs.” Sewell says that his band 
mate describes their process the 
best.

AS RUSTY REED SAID TO ME LAST 
week at the Blues on Whyte during a 
smoking set by lap steel master Sonny 
Rhodes, “There’s only one gig in this 
town anymore and this is it... it's get- 
ting harder and harder to make a living 
as a blues musician.” 

He's got a point. With The Capitol 
Hill Pub gone and the Back Stage lean- 
ing towards more rock acts, unless 
you're playing the Blues on Whyte, 
you're probably not playing. That 
explains why Reed started his own 
company specializing in pipeline 
inspections. 

On the other hand, we blues fans 
can be grateful we're not in Calgary 
where one of the major links in the 
Western Canadian blues circuit has 
closed its doors for good. The King 
Eddy, love it for the music or loathe it 
for the ambience, did provide a step- 
ping stone for a lot of acts making their 
way to Edmonton. Buckwheat 
Zydeco’s cancellation at the Sidetrack 
Café last month, for example, was a 
direct result of the sudden closure of 
the Eddy. 

Auntie Kate, who works the Blues 
on Whyte all this week, saw the results 
first hand. The native of Saltspring 
Island just put in two nights at the 
Shamrock Hotel in Calgary. “There 
were a lot of long faces, and we saw a 
lot of the Eddy regulars still moaning 
about the place being shut down,” 
relates Kate. For her shows this week at 
the Blues on Whyte, Kate will be joined 
by long time band mates Tom Bowler 
(guitar), Doug Saunders (bass), and 
Lawry Rugg (drums). Saxophonist 
Dave Babcock rounds out the quintet. 

“It's been way too long”, agrees Kate 
when asked about the lengthy spate 
since her last recording, “| had some 
family problems and took a couple of 





years off music for personal time. Tor 
and Lawry are getting it together for us 
to go back into the studio, and in the 
meantime we're ready to get after it on 
stage and rip it up with flat out R&B.’ 
The Yardbird Suite opens for the 
season with two notable shows this 
weekend. Calgary-based pianist/com- 
poser Brian Buchanan teams with a 
fellow Calgarian, guitarist Brent Wright 
Friday night (Sep 17) to play 
Buchanan's originals mixed with clas- 
sic bebop and cool jazz.

er, Metalheadz founder, and scene 
icon Goldie will be at the Standard 
Thursday, accompanied by the 
razor-sharp tongue of MC Armanni. 

Besides being a musical genius, 
Goldie also devised an amazing plan 
for avoiding media contact while on 
tour: “he left his cell phone at 
home.” That was the exhausted cry 
from Goldie’s personal assistant and 
PR person, Rhyan Paulin England, 
who tried to get a hold of the man 
for two weeks (whilst Goldie 
bounced around from plane to plane 
» inthe US). At one point he tried to 
devise a plan where he would try to 
fax the questions to Goldie’s hotel 
and then have them faxed back to 
himand then over to SEE. Email 
obviously never entered the pic- 
ture... 

Yet another adventure in the life 
of Clifford Price, who jumped from 
foster home to foster home as a 
youth, dated Bjork at the height of 
his fame, and appeared on the 
celebrity installment of the British 
version of Big Brother before relocat- 
ing to the US. Personal sideshow 
aside, curious musical minds should 
check out his show—it could be 
mind expanding, especially with 
Armanni at the helm. 

Though Goldie’s been responsible 
for some of breakbeat culture's odd- 
est moments (“Mother,” anyone?), 
he's also provided many of its finest, 
and his out-there persona helped 


move the music towards its main- 
stream apex in the mid-to-late ‘90s. 
He started making records for 
4Hero’s Reinforced Records as 
Rufige Kru in 1992, moving break- 
beats away from cheesy “happy” 
samples and “UK rave” samples in 
the process. Soon after, he started the 
Metalheadz label and Metalheadz 
Sunday Night at London’s leg- 
endary Blue Note club. “Inner City 
Life,’ “Digital,” (w One) and 
“Angel” are a few s that 
flowed directly from his pen. 
Metalheadz would also become the 
identifying logo for the exploding 
drum ‘rn’ bass fan base and, more 
importantly, it was the home toa 
number of breakbeat prodigies, 
shooting the careers of the second 
wave of d ‘n’ b producers—includ- 
ing Ed Rush and Optical, J Majik 
Dilinja and Peshay—to the forefront. 
The ingenious “Platinum Breakz” 
series of double CDs has allowed 
anyone, anywhere, to get their 
hands on the future sound of break- 
beat thanks to a worldwide licensing 
deal with FFRR 

The appearance of MC Armanni 
can’t be understated, either. He's 
THE absolute best drum ‘n’ bass MC 
in the world, as evinced by his set 
with Kenny Ken at Scream 2, 
Armanni’ le, his intelligence, his 
articulation and tone were so spec- 
tacular that for many in attendance it 
took the role of the MC to a different 
level. While other rooms at the party 
had people coming and going, 
nobody left the drum ‘n’ bass room 
that night (and, within a few min- 
utes, nobody could get in.) If you 
missed that, don’t miss tonight.

DEVILSPLENDER IS A MYSTERY. 
Or at least that’s what it would like 
to be. The bio on Rob Malowany’s 
website doesn’t reveal much, inten- 
tionally. DevilSplender is 
Malowany’s baby, a solo project 
turned rock ‘n’ roll outfit through 
the years, and Malowany’s been 
churning out an album every year 
since 2001, the latest being Slowly 
Comes My Voluptuous Death, an offer- 
ing that encompasses Malowany’s 
swift rock writing and a definite 
sense for moody riffs. 

Although DevilSplender has been 
a constant presence on the local 
scene for the past few years, 
Malowany still feels he’s flying 
incognito. 

“This whole project has been 
about baby steps,” he admits. “It’s 
about making music, it’s really sim- 
ple. It’s not about being famous or 
achieving stardom. I like to play 
music, and I like to do it my way.” 

Malowany has a strange flair for 
marketing strategies, at times print- 
ing only a handful of t-shirts he'll be 
giving away at a specific show, at 
times giving away his album to con- 
cert ticket-buyers through local 
music retailers, a strategy he’s used 
for Slowly Comes My Voluptuous 
Death's release. 

“I guess everything I do [is about] 
a good karma, value-based credit 
system,” says Malowany. “I hope to 
substantiate what I do or to be able 
to support myself doing it, but I'd

rather have some guy wearing my t- 
shirt or listening to my record, and 
hopefully the more and more people 
are exposed to it, they’Il want to 
come and check out a show.” 

If Malowany’s been able to keep 
making music through recent years, 
it’s because he’s been slumming 
away at his day job as a delivery 
truck driver and funding all his pro- 
jects through his own hard-earned 
cash.

THE PATH TO SUCCESS SEEMS 
to have been a lackadaisical one for 
AA Sound System. Their album, Lily 
Plain, You're Hardly Poor has risen to 
number one on CJSR, and as high as 
number five on CKUA, despite the 
fact that it’s only become recently 
accessible.

Theatre’s season opener is apt 
given the season title—Skin. The 
play, which receives its Canadian 
premiere at the Third Space 
Cabaret on Friday delves deeply 
into the dashing of youthful 
dreams, the murky world of art 
fraud and the nature of art itself, 
says director Trevor Schmidt. 

“It's a great play about three 
young people living in New York. 
They‘re in their 20s working in the 
arts. They've reached that stage in 
their development when they 
wonder if they're going to make it. 
It's that stage everyone reaches at 
some point. ‘Will this pay off? 
When will it pay off? Should I go 
to Plan B?’ Going to Plan B is usu- 
ally because of the death of your 
dream.” 

That queasy feeling of disillu- 
sionment is a universal one says 
Schmidt; one that makes this par- 
ticular play accessible for audi- 
ences on a very personal level. “Tt's 
something that happens for differ- 
ent people at different times. I sure 
remember it!” The catalyst for the 
plot and exploration of these ideas 
isa cunning plan one of the trio 
comes up with. He decides the 
group should forge piece of art 
by a newly discovered Old Master. 
The artist was known for his still- 
lifes but also painted nudes of 
prostitutes. If they can pass off 
their work, they'll be set for life. It’s 
a plan the group grudgingly agrees 
to.

intimacy. The scene goes on 15 to 

20 minutes, and when someone's 

naked for that long you tend to for- 
get and begin to listen.” 

Schmidt also feels the scene 
plays up the questions The 
Credeaux Canvas poses about the 
nature of art. “The skin is seen, and 
then it’s peeled back and what's 
underneath is revealed. There's a 
lot of talk in this play about ‘Did I 
see the truth of who you are, or did 
you just show me the surface?’ It’s 
the same when you look at a mas- 
terpiece; ‘Did I really feel that emo- 
tion or did the artist imbue the 
piece with it? Was the moment 
captured on canvas true at the time 
but not true any longer?” 

Schmidt waxes enthusiastic 
about his young cast: Amber 
Borotsik and Jason Carnew are 
recent graduates of the U of A act- 
ing program while Skye Brandon, 
who hails from Saskatoon, has a 
“wonderful capacity for lan- 
guage”. Coralie Cais makes a 
cameo appearance—a casting coup 
Schmidt says he’s completely 
thrilled with. 


AN OBSCENELY GOOD SEASON 

Like the rest of the season, The 
Credeaux Canuns is staged in The 
Third Space Cabaret.

When the play was first pro- 
duced in 1964/65, it was closed 
down every night of its run and 
the actors arrested for obscenity 
each time. “It’s not so scandalous 
anymore, but still a really wild pro- 
duction.

“IT'S A DAMN GOOD, DAMN 
exciting season” says the Citadel's 
artistic director Bob Baker. With 13 
shows populating three stages, the 
Citadel boasts this year's most 
sprawling slate of productions. 

Baker is in the midst of directing 
Tennessee Williams’ classic Cat on 
a Hot Tin Roof, a project he 
describes as containing some “deli 
cious acting.” The groundbreaking 
work heralds a season which runs 
the gamut of reinvented classics to 
hot properties from New York and 
the West End 

Of the 12 main-stage shows 
three are premieres by Edmonton 
writers Tom Wood, Vern Theissen 
and Mark Haroun; the season 
boasts a strong contingent of local 
performers and Baker says it all 
plays into the brick and glass edi- 
fice’s role as Edmonton's regional 
house. “There used to be a division 
in Canada between the big houses 
and the small exciting theatre com- 
panies. The feeling that the regional 
house had to do the Shakespeare 
and other classics while the smaller 
houses presented new, cutting edge 
work. It isn't that way anymore. 
This season we have the new work 
and the pieces fell into place with 
the other shows. It doesn't always 
work out that way but this year it 
did. I’m excited because this year 
the classics we are presenting like 
West Side Story were explosive in 
their day and continue to be 
provocative. We're rehearsing Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof and every so 
often stop and say ‘This was written 
WHEN? Other classics like Vanya 
are complete reinventions,” 

Baker says he constantly has a 
running list in his head, on the walls 
and on his desk of shows he wants 
to do. “It all depends on whether we 
can get the rights and in some 
cases do co-productions. I’m 
blessed in knowing the audience 
and who the artists are | can cast. 
The audience gets to see the best 
people doing the best work. It really 







ting ready to leave us, and that's every- 
body’s business who loves the form,” 
says Craddock. 

To that end, the season combines a 
little intrigue, a little erotica, some 
dance, a Touch of Bedlam, dance and 
some un-named unmentionables.

“There's no filler in this season.” 

Baker's inclusive programming 
embraces his belief in the need for 
the Citadel to be an active part of its 
community. “We have a huge 
demographic. From the Theatre 
School to our oldest patron, you're 
looking at a spread of 80 years, so 
there really is something for every- 
one.” That includes the KidsPlay 
series which boasts a subscription 

list of 1, 000 patrons. Baker gleeful- 

y remarks it's all part of getting ‘em — 
while they're young. The three plays 
feature one premiere “I’m pleased 
that the most inventive is Mark 
Haroun’s A Giraffe in Paris. |t's got 
Annie Dugan on stilts as the giraffe, 
Farren Timoteo as the Prince and 
Chris Bullough — we have great 
casts for these shows!”

Homeless and loving it 


BEING 40 YEARS OLD AND HOMELESS 
isn't exactly a desirable state of affairs, 
but for the Edmonton Opera, says artistic 
director Brian Deedrick, it’s a situation 
fraught with endless possibilities to 
expand an art form too often described as 
dull and stodgy. 

Due to the multimillion dollar facelift of 
the Jubilee Auditorium, Edmonton Opera 
was forced to find alternate venues. The 
spaces include the Citadel Theatre, 
Francis Winspear Centre for Music and 
The Paramount on Jasper. Don't look for 
Aida or Die Gotterdammerung, this year’s 
operas capture the essence of opera. “It’s 
a total art form. You've got your music, 
you've got your dance and the lights and 
it’s all supposed to be there if you do it 
well and there are no bits missing.” 

Even losing the tenor lead for The 
Emperor of Atlantis can't dull Deedrick’s 
enthusiasm for a season that travels from 
India, to the streets of Berlin, through the 
darkness of Nazi Germany and on to the 
American Deep South. “This is the most 
interesting season Edmonton Opera has 
ever done. Would we have done it this 
way by’choice? Probably not: we've got 
people who aren't subscribing because 
we're not doing grand opera. We can’t do 
grand opera—we could do Verdi in the 
Paramount if we did it with a kazoo. 
You're damned if you do and damned if 
you don't, but it’s quite wonderful for us. 
Because of the weirdness of the projects, 
we've been able to attract really, really 
interesting casts. We've got the top draw- 
er, and people contacting us when they 


heard about The Emperor of Atlantis.” 

Opening Edmonton Opera's 41st sea- 
son is Delibes’s romantic fantasy opera 
Lakme. “Lakmeé is beautiful, beautiful, 
beautiful, beautiful. We're in the 
Winspear, so the set's been miniturized: 
we've got to put 55-60 musicians on 
stage along with the singers. It’s a fully 
staged production except for the chorus 
which will be in the choir loft. The intima- 
cy of the space forces the singers to be 
almost naked.” 

The centrepiece of the season is the 
co-production of Die Kaiser von 
Atlantis/The Emperor of Atlantis with 
Workshop West. The combination of a 
75-minute play with a 55-minute opera in 
one evening is unique. Deedrick says, “If 
this succeeds it’s going to have been the 
most glorious experience in Opera histo- 
ry. If it doesn't, ‘Oh look a baby deer!’ The 
first part of the evening—the play by 
Stephen Massicotte which tells the story 
of the people behind the opera married 
with the opera itself will create some 
compelling resonances. You have to have 
singers who can act because they're also 
doing the crossover roles in the 
Massicotte play. So you can’t just have 
someone who has great high notes, 
they've got to be able to create a full-bod- 
ied character.” 

Staying in.a Teutonic vein, the season 
moves on to Weill in Weimar, a cabaret 
style evening at the Paramount on Jasper 
featuring Kurt Weill’s three singspiele The 
Threepenny Opera, Rise and Fal! of the 
City of Mahoganny, and Happy End. 








“We're fighting over who gets Mack the 
Knife, who gets Surabaya Johnny 
because in a cabaret format you're not 
tied into ‘This is our Jenny.’ The plan is to 
do it with German beer and bratwurst.” 
Edmonton chanteuse Sherri Sommerville 
appears in this production. 

Wrapping up the season, Marquita 
Lister, who was the exquisite Aida of five 
seasons ago, returns to sing the role of 
Bess in a concert staging of George 
Gershwin’s Porgy and Bess. “It's going to 
be so nice to have her here. | heard her 
sing the role in Berlin last year and man 
oh man, when she comes on in that red 
dress, snorting cocaine, she’s such a fab- 
ulous performer, we're so lucky to have 
her here! She walks with a certain light.”

Alberta Ballet 
Moving company 


IT'S DOUBTFUL THAT ALBERTA BALLET 
could get any more intimate than this 
season, when it sets up shop at the 
Timms Centre during the Jubilee 
Auditorium renovations. Yet as artistic 
director Jean Grand-Maitre reports, this 
may be one of the busiest seasons yet. 

“We're now creating a repertoire with 
twice the performances,” says Grand- 
Maitre, “While it works out well, the 
dancers’ workload is doubled as a result, 
so we're crafting things in record time 
and bringing that emotion in right away.” 

As Grand-Maitre adds, a more inti- 
mate stage narrows the spotlight on 
each of the ballet’s 12 performers, and 
the pressure's on for them to pull their 
weight in solos. With close to a hundred 
performances and 12 weeks of touring 
(five of those in China), Alberta Ballet 
also hits the road this year after receiving 
tourism support for the first time. It’s a 
huge boost to the national visibility of the 
ballet, with stops including Vancouver, 
Montreal, and Winnipeg. The ballet will 
also reach Ottawa for the highly antici- 
pated Alberta Scene Festival. 

“We have a wonderful audience in 
Calgary and Edmonton, but it’s impor- 
tant for us to tour,” says Grand-Maitre. 
“Alberta Scene will have quite a few 
impresarios from around the world, and 
it's a good chance for them to see our _ 
work.” 

Grand-Maitre’s own spotlight is 
beaming this season: the artistic director 
has choreographed all three main stage 
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SHAKESPEARE’S 
WILL 


~ ballets in a trilogy of “Eternal Love 


Stories.” Although none of the ballets are 
new creations for Grand-Maitre, he’s 
revisiting each one in-depth, including 
the season opener, Dangerous Liaisons 
“There's this psychological warfare 
that occurs in this story, describes 
Grand-Maitre. “Looking at Bush, the war 
CNN, suddenly its themes become so

much more relevant today.” 

Grand-Maitre first choreographed the 
haunting Vigil of Angels for La Scala, at a 
time when artists around him collapsed 
from AIDS. He found solace then in his 
art, and after choreographing 45 ballets, 
this year’s production takes on new sig- 
nificance, as does his highly successful 
Carmen, 

“It's a more adult season this year, 
with a little more of a European edge. 
We're really hoping to challenge people 
intellectually.”

the far periphery of emotion, and it is 
therefore somehow fitting that this offer- 
ing is nearly a cappella (save for some 
low-key programming, beats and such- 
like), the throaty wails and guttural 
hollers backed only by other humming 
vocals, human basslines, breathy gasps 
and the angelic chorals we were 
acquainted with on Vespertine. Those of 
you only waiting for Bjork to “just make 
some more dance anthems already” 
should realize that she’s veered (for now) 
onto a far more obscure path; these 
songs aren't concerned with escaping 
from boring parties or even falling in 
love—she’s revealing to us the mature 
questions and honest results of mining a 
field far deeper, far closer to the bone, 
than is any of that. 

There is a darkness present creating a 
violent contradiction with the lilting choir 
and the occasionally childlike Bjork 
vocal—songs like “vokuro” and “oll bir- 
tan” have a harrowing menace to them; 
the sounds of multiple Bjork layers 
shooting at you are slightly sinister. Not 
an album to throw on at your next dance 
party, but certainly enveloping for a con- 
templative solo listen—when it catches 
you off guard, just don't turn away. And 
as much as it is a challenge, to follow 
such an unpredictable labyrinth as the 
path of Bjork's mind, somehow it makes 
sense while you are there, though later, 
you may not be able to explain why. 

Though described as “weird” and 
“alienating”, there are high points of pure 
beauty to be experienced on Medulla; 
“who is it (carry my joy on the left, carry 
my pain on the right)"—arguably the 
most strikingly perfect Bjork song ever— 














and “desired constellation”, which will 
give you goosebumbs whether you've 
already rejected the album's strange con- 
ventions or not. Most profoundly, upon 
first listen “where is the line” (w/ Mike 
Patton) sonically forces your heart into 
your stomach and keeps it wedged down 
there while it twists and distorts into a 
cacophony of chanting men and singing 
ladies, Bjork’s words sounding like awful 
sobs until finally things settle down, and 
you can swallow past the lump in your 
throat once again.

CHANNELS IS THE LATEST PROJECT 
fronted by J. Robbins of Jawbox/Burning 
Airlines acclaim. After the demise of 
Burning Airlines in 2002 due to conflict- 
ing schedules—Robbins is a highly 
sought after producer/engineer— 
Robbins formed Channels with his wife 
Janet Morgan on bass and Darren Zentek 
on drums. 

The self-titled EP closely resembles 
the nervy pop leanings (think XTC/early 
Costello) of Burning Airlines, with 
moments of Jawbox’s dense and unset- 
tling textures, as well as a less explored 
acoustic feel throughout many of the 
songs. A female vocal presence is the 
most striking change, and a welcome 
one. 

The EP covers a lot of ground, and 
while some of the songs are impressive, 
others may have worked better in the 
context of a full length. The inclusion of 
John Gale's “Fear is a Man’s Best Friend” 
is not only a decent cover, it also dis- 
tances J. Robbins from the writhing, 
churning mass of emo bands he has 
been recording over the last several

years. And it’s the influence of these 
mature fringe songwriters that has been 
affecting his music most effectively over

The final product is unpredictable 
arrangements meshing with thoughtful 
phrasing and interplay, and near-flawless 
studio technique. | mean damn, this guy 
has gotten good at recording. The songs 
are alternately driving or difficult, sub- 
dued or boring, depending on your toler- 
ance for this kind of stuff. Definitely one 
to grow on you, and interesting enough 
to build anticipation for a full length.

Minnesota aren't fooling anyone with 
their “provocative” name, 10-inch 
mohawks, and imagery of scowls and 
middle fingers.

MALES HAVE ALWAYS DOMI- 
nated the rap game, like so many 
areas of art and entertainment, and 
though the notion is quite ignorant, 
the majority of male rappers and 
male consumers aren’t yet con- 
vinced that we will ever see a female 
MC comparable to hip-hop greats 
like Nas, Rakim, or Slick Rick. Could 
this be a fact of life or are we once 
again allowing ourselves to be con- 
ditioned? 

Some will 
attribute their 
unwillingness to 
take female rap- 
pers seriously 
due to the 
exploits of MCs 
like Khia or 
Trina, who rely 
on their sexuali- 
ty to sell records. 
But many of 
these people ever never Sietiered to 
listen to Remy Ma, Heather B, or 
even Bonafide’s Rhonda “Fenom” 
Thompson. 

“I don’t view sex-appeal as gen- 
der-specific, both men and women 
nowadays use sex-appeal to sell 
records”, explains Winnipeg’s 
Thompson. “But I think that by 
using sex-appeal to capture an audi- 
ence, you run the risk of creating a 
diversion from your craft which can 
be very damaging. On the other 
hand, natural sex appeal—the kind

you cannot manufacture—is easily 
spotted and never a handicap.” 

Philadelphia based female rapper 
Bahamadia doesn’t have conven- 
tional pop star good looks, 
but her skills have garnered 
the praise of many.

If 
this is a given in pop music 
then it should be a given in 
rap music right? 

Wrong. 

Missy Elliot has enjoyed 
¥e| the most consistent success 
of all female MCs in the last 
== five years. Her music is inno- 
vative, creative, and fun—and she’s 
no supermodel, nor does she dress 
in an overtly provocative manner. 
Of course, Missy Elliot is notorious 
for her brash sexual innuendos — 

but they’re handled in a way that is 
sarcastic and comical, not trite or 
trashy. 

But we cannot deny that, in order 
for most female MCs to have a 
chance at a major label contract, 
marketability is a must. “Is she cute? 
Is she ugly? Is she sexy? Is she over- 
weight?” and the list goes on and on.

So, ifa female MC can spit, but 
isn’t marketable, it’s a given she’s 
not going to get signed by a major 
Then shouldn't it be a given that w: 
are missing out on MCs that may b: 
as sick as Nas, Rakim, or Slick Rick 
only because her face isn’t as pretty 
as Lady May’s? Maybe that’s a sad 
dening truth to why there are only 
“handful of good female MCs”. 

There’s also the issue of a femak 
MC whose whole crew are highly 
recognized male MCs. Sometimes 
this works as a pro: Nas and AZ 
vouched for Foxy, MOP vouched fo; 
Heather B, and Audio Two vouched 
for MC Lyte. But imagine if these 
females weren't part of hip-hop roy- 
alty. Where would their place in 
hip-hop history be had they came 
out as lone rangers, without the 





endorsement of respected male rap- 
pers? Would we have even bothered 
to listen? 

“I don’t think we are underrated. | 
think we are ‘under-represented’. As 
with anything else in life, hip-hop is 
viewed in numbers—basically 
majority rules,” explains 
Thompson. ’But, if you have the 
numbers to back you up, your credi 
bility is rarely challenged. There are 
few female MCs in the game, but 
our skills are also overlooked in 
many instances.” 

Maybe we need to have more 
women in management positions in 
rap music: more female directors 
and video producers, more female 
CEOs... our wish list for female MCs 
could truly go on forever; 

Or maybe we should simply liste: 
just as attentively to Rah Digga and 
Foxy Brown as we would Jada Kiss 
and Mos Def.

Oasis on Whyte 


Your guide to the bit of North China 
that turned Ethiopian

THE BAD NEWS IS THAT NORTH 


China Restaurant is no more. That 
venerable and venerated (b’ 
readers in numerous consecutive Best 
Of polls) purveyor of hot and sour 
soup, pot stickers, Szechuan beef, and 
Singapore noodles, to name but a few 
of my favourite items on their menu, 
ed the doors at both its loca- 
and those of us who availed 
ourselves of their fine Asiatic 
comestibles on a regular basis will 
have to look elsewhere for quality 
Chinese food. (Anyone with nomi- 
nees for heirs to North China’s man- 
tle should send their suggestions to 
shlingley@hotmail.com). 

The good news is North China's 
utilitarian dining room on 99 Street 
and Whyte Ave. has been trans- 
formed into an oasis of Ethiopian 
food with the picturesque name 
Langano Skies, which presumably 
hang over Lake Langano, a popular 
Ethiopian vacation spot. Anyone 
who remembers the age-worn wall- 
paper of indeterminate hue, generic 
“Oriental” art and conference room- 
style furniture of the North China 
space will barely recognize it under- 
neath the fresh paint job, African 
curios, and exotic aquarium. 
Somehow it seems like the sunlight 
pouring through the south-facing 
windows is a little brighter now. 

For those of you who haven't trou- 
bled to get to less conveniently locat- 
ed Ethiopian restaurants like The 
Blue Nile or Mebrat Café, you no 
longer have that excuse. And, lest 
you're daunted by the prospect of a 
foreign and possibly unpronounce- 
able cuisine, I’m here to give you a 
primer on what to expect. You're 
going to be okay. 

My experience of Ethiopian food is 
that it revolves around spicy stews 
and a spongy flatbread called injera, 
which is both ubiquitous starch and 
all-purpose eating utensil to pick up 
your food. Meals come ina large, 
colourfully lidded basket called a 
mesob, and the food itself is mound- 
ed on an injera-lined platter, with 
more of the bread on the side. Many 
dishes are spiced with either niter 
kebbeh, a clarified butter flavoured 
with onions, garlic ginger, and aro- 
matic spices, or berbere, a spice blend 
with old favourites like paprika and 
crushed chilis represented. 

Considering how full you'll feel 
walking out of Langano Skies, the 
prices are very reasonable, with most 
meat dishes running $10 - $13 and 
veggie fare pitched at $5 - $9. On my 
first visit, | was early enough to get in 
on one of their combo deals, a 
lunchtime-only offer that allows you 


try a few dishes for one low introdtic- 
tory price ($11 - $12). In this case, the 
combo featured a spicy raw beef dish 
called kitfo, doro wot (chicken stew) 
gomen wot (stewed spinach), and 
lyeb (homemade cott heese) 
with a green salad. W 

kitchen throw some yemisir kik 
aletcha wot (curried red lentils and 
split peas) on and called it a meal 

And what a meal it was: the kitfo 
Was as fiery as its deep red cc slour 
indicated, and tender as only raw 
beef can be. The doro wot enfolded 
toothsome morsels of chicken in a 
smoky, rich brown sauce that had a 
little spicy kick of its own. The 
spinach was simmered to a soft con- 
sistency and had a slight sourness 
that went well with the creamy lyeb 
The lentil dish was thick and surpris- 
ingly flavourful, but milder than the 
other dishes. We so much liked the 
way everything tasted that we found 
enough stomach space to accommo- 
date the sauce-imbued injera that 
lined the plate. We concluded the 
meal with a pot of Ethiopian coffee 
for two. 

Now, Ethiopians take their coffee 

seriously and have age-old ritu- 
als surrounding its preparation and 
service. We didn’t partake in the ritu- 
al itself, but we certainly benefited 
from the careful roasting, grinding, 
nding of the coffee with aro- 
. Served in an attractive 
1, Ethiopian coffee is espres- 
so-like in strength, but uniquely rich 
and satisfying. 

My next visit commenced with one 
each of their meat and veggie sam- 
busas, which seem to differ from 
samosas only in spelling— 
fried triangles of pastry stuffed with 
ground beef and spiced root veggies 
respectively. Next came the entrée in 
its jaunty mesob, a platter of doro wot 
(again), special tibs (seasoned cubes 
of beef, sauteed with broccoli, onions, 
red peppers and jalapenos), and ater 
kik aletcha wot, which was almost 
indistinguishable to my palate from 
yemisir kik aletcha wot. It was the 
same shade of mustard yellow and 
roughly the same delicio 
ever, so no complaints. Thi 
tibs deserves mention as a good start- 
ing place for people who are just 
working out their feelings toward 
Ethiopian food. Instead of coffee, we 
opted for Ethiopian tea which is remi- 
niscent of chai, but with a spicier bite. 

One more general note on the 
enjoyment of Ethiopian food: the way 
it’s presented, and the fact that it can 
be extremely filling, is conducive to 
sharing, so invite your friends and 
turn it into a leisurely social occasion. 
At the very least, you'll need some- 
one to split a pot of Ethiopian coffee 
with at the end of the meal.
